The sword, costing $1,000, which was 
presented to Itrig. Gen. Frederick Pun- 
ston by the people of Kansas is a beau- 
tlfnl work of art. The pommel of the 
sword is encircled by a wreath of onk 
leaves nnd surmounted by an American 
eagle. The grip is of sterling silver. 
The guard is formed of a female figure, 
in full relief, bearing a wreath of laurel 
and a torch. On the broad portion of 
he back of the guard Is the seal of the 
itate of Kansas, and on the front the 
aionogram F. F. made of diamonds. 
The guard terminates in a sunflower, 
"ie center of which Is a carved topaz. 
The scabbard' is of sterling silver, or- 
namented with three bands, to which 
attached trappings, which ore 
chased by hand to represent the vari- 
iis frulta nnd plrunts of the Philippines.
